Tue monetary business of London was of three 
kinds. 1. Banking: That is, when the bank re- 
oeives the deposits of the public, and lends the 
same out, and does nothing else.

precarious or speculative stocks and bonds. In 
March, 1866, one of these concerns—the Joint-

The Bank of England, when ap- 
pealed to for notes in exchange for securities, 
refused to part with them. That bank itself had 
not enough notes and coin to meet a run upon 
it by its own depositors. In fact, had the other 
banks withdrawn their reserve balances, they 
could have forced it to suspend. The aggregate 
deposits were £400,000,000, and the aggregate 
of currency in the Kingdom was 440, 000, 000.
